FIRST CLASS. 


President E. W. Hunt Announces the 


Receipt of Thousand Dollars.— 


The Building Plans. 


Constantinople, Oct. 5.—The sultan 


has again requested the withdrawal of 
the American fleet from Beirut. United 
States Minister Leishman sent a reply 
to Abdul that America would be pleas- 
ed to withdraw the fleet when Turkey 
had officially recognized the American 
schools within Turkish domains. 


Granville, Oct. 5.—President E. W. 


Hunt, of Denison university, announces 
the receipt of $1,000 toward the Shep- 
ardson college administration building 
fund. This brings the fund so near the 
estimate of the architect that it is 
hoped the contract may soon be let. A 
gift of $500 toward the 
gymnasium 


'fund has been secured through the in- 
strumentality of Professor A. S. Car- 
man, 
and as every dollar thus secured 


calls for another from John D. Rocke- 
feller, according to the conditions of 
his promise, the needed amount is not 
far from being secured. 


Definite plans for the gymnasium 


have finally been adopted. These plans 
call for a building of brick with stone 
trimmings which is to include a com- 
plete gymnasium, shower and plunge 
baths, a large lobby, a reading room 
and assembly hall for the Y. M. C. A. 
and two suitable halls for the college 
literary societies. 


The building is to occupy the south- 


east corner of the campus and will be 
a structure whose architectural "effect 
•will be imposing and will harmonise 
well with tbe other buildings on the 
hill. 
The basement floor will open 


from the south* side and will contain 
*wo regulation bowling alleys with ? 
large lounging room. 
The'alleys afe^ 


to be under a large stone porch extend- 
ing across the front of the building 
and terminating in a terrace over the 
boiler room of the heating and lighting 
plant. 


The main floor of the building will 


contain the gymnasium, a large locker 
room, batb and toilet rooms and a 
plunge. 
The gymnasium is to be 4? 


feet by 75 feet and will have a lieacl 
loom of fully 35ufeeL 
Its walls will 


be brick finish. The running track 


ill be five feet in width and will be 


ten feet above the floor. The -locker 
room will have accommodations 
for 


over 500 men and will1 have a cement 
floor and yellow pine finishings. 
The 


1-ath room will contain one large ring 
shower and seven ordinary showers, to- 
sether with sponge baths and other 
conveniences. The plunge is to be 18 
by 45 feet, and like the bath room, will 
fcc finished in marble and tile. 
The 


plumbing will be the best obtainable 
rmd the toilet arrangements as com- 
plete as are found anywhere. 


The second floor will furnish the Y. 


M. C. A. with most -complete quarters 
for every branch of its^work. 
The 


large lobby will be 42 by 28 feet and 
will be finished in oak with fireplaces, 
corner and window seats. 
From it 


will open a secretary's office, a read- 
ing room 25 by 27 feet, a narlor for 
games, and an assembly room 42 by 
30 feet. 
Coat rooms and toilet rooms 


will also be found on this floor. 


Upon the floor above will be two 


society halls and storage rooms. All 
interior arrangements will be conveni- 
.ent, and in finish the building first 
' class.

PROF. CHAMBERLIN'S TRIUMPH IN SCIENCE. 


One day last week The Advocate 


printed a notice o£ a recent scientific 
achievement of Prote*sor C. W. Cham- 
berlain, ul Denison university. Froles- 
bor A S Carman writes ol the inven- 
tion ab follows: 


in those days when the discovery of 


the bliange powers oi radium lias pre- 
j/nicd the scientific world ior a revision 
ol ils theories of matter, deep interest 
attaches to the results of reseat oh dur- 
ing the past summer by a young Ohio 
professor of physics at the 
Kyerson 


physical laboratoryof^ the University 
of Chicago. It was Professor Clark 
Wells Chambcrlin, of Denison univer- 
sity, who used the facilities of the Chi- 
cago laboiatoiy for the solution of one 
oi the fundamental problems of physi- 
cal science, viz, the determination of 
the true radius of molecular attraction 
or the greatest distance over which a 
molecule can exert its attractive lorce. 
Hie young professor has succeeded in 
constructing the most delicate measur- 
ing instrument known to science, and 
in determining the true radius demon- 
strated the fact that the result attained 
by Quinke, the German physicist, some 
TO years ago, is four times too great. 
This demonstration, though in the field 
of pure science and quite technical in 
its details, is nevertheless fundamental 
to a knowledge of the constitution of 
matter itself, and is, in its outlines, at 
least, not beyond clear comprehension 
by the lay mind. 


There are three fundamental facts 


upon which the mo'dern conception'of 
matter is based: 


(a) The size of the molecule. 
(b) The mean distance over which 


it passes in its constant vibratory mo- 
tion. 


(c) The greatest distance over which 


the attractive force can Tie felt, i. e, the 
i adius of molecular attraction. 


The first two of these facts have been 


determined, and the results generally 
accepted. It was supposed that Qumke 
of Heidelberg had determined the 
third, but his results prove to have 
been grossly inaccurate, if the word 
grossly can be applied to measure- 
ments of millionths of an inch. 
It 


should perhaps be said at the outset 
that, whereas the familiar law of grav- 
itation 
involves a force 
working 


throughout all distances, great and 
small, the law of molecular attraction 
deals with..an enormous force working 
over an extremely minute distance 
only. It is the determination of the 
outer limit of this minute distance 
which constitutes the problem in ques- 
tion, this distance being termed by the 
physicists the radius of molecular at- 
traction. 


Quinke's method, which was admir- 


able and ingenious in its 
conception, 


was to mount a thin wedge of silver, a 
mere film, upon part of the surface of a 
small block of glass. Glass, as is well 
known, exercises motecular attraction 
lipon water in which a, plate of it is im- 
mersed, the water creeping up the side 
oi the glass above the level of the wa- 
ter surface. Silver, however, has no at- 
traction for the water, or, rather, is 
neutral with respect to it, exercising 
upon it only the same attraction which 
the molecules of the water exert upon 
each other. 
Accordingly at the point 


v.here the water touches the thin'edge 
or" the wedge of silver it begins a cuive 
of descent until at a certain point in 
the increasing thickness of the wedge 
the glass ceases to exert its attractive 
force through the silver and the water 
resumes its ordinary level. The thick- 
ness of the wedge at that point marks 


the 
limit of the attractive force and 


constitutes the required radius of mole- 
cular attraction. The problem, there- 
fore, resolves llKeli into a determina- 
tion of the thickness of the wedge at 
this vanishing point ol molecular at- 
traction. 
This thickness Quinke pro- 


ceeded to determine by recourse to 
a formula'of Sir Isaac Newton for the 
finding ol the thickness of a film (a^i 
c: a soap bubble) at any point by its 
color. 
The icsult which he obtained 


has been accepted for the thirty years 
Since, until Proiessor Chamberlln de- 
tected the error. 


The young professor became con- 


vinced that Quinke's result was inac- 
curate and set about making an inde- 
pendent measurement of, the thickness 
oi the film at the point in question. 
But he found no measuring apparatus 
in CAistcnce delicate enough for the 
purpose. The lower limit of the meas- 
uring power of a theoretically perfect 
microscope is a distance of half a wave- 
length of' light, or one one nunurerl- 
thouoandth of an inch. The most duh- 
cate measuring apparatus was the in- 
torierometer of Professor Michelson, of 
the University of Chicago 
Profe-sor 


Michelson became famous a few years 
ago while an officer in the Naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis by making the most 
accurate determination of the ve- 
locity cf light ever known 
His more 


iccent invention of the interferometer 
is based, as the name suggests, upon, 
the interference of light-rays, and will 
measure a minimum distance one-fifth 
that of the theoretically perfect micro- 
scope. 


But Professor Chamberlm found that 


even this instrument was insufficient 
lor the purpose, as the distance in 
rucstion lay just beyond the limit of 
clear definition by the interferometer. 
With remarkable ingenuity and pa- 
tience he at length succeeded, while 
working in the Chicago laboratories, 
•whose facilities were kindly placed at 
his disposal, in constructing an instru- 
ment ten times more delicate in its 
measuring capacity than the interfer- 
ometer and fifty times more so than 
the microscope. 
, 


By means of this instrument and by 


improved methods in some of the in- 
termediate processes, Professor Cham- 
berlm was able to measure the desired 
radial distance, and to demonstrate 
the erroneousness of Qirinke's result as 
well as of Newton's color-formula The 
marvelous delicacy- 01 nis Instrument 
is shown by the fact that although its 
foundation is a steel plate capable of 
sustaining a weight 01 twenty tons, a 
sharp puff of breath from the lips of 
the professor several fcpt ru^'nt from 
it set it quivering like -<. ~ul iTuaken 
by the wind. 


Deep interest is expressed Ly the 


scientific faculty of the University of 
Chicago and those cf sonc cj,'aer in- 
stitutions, including Professor A. D. 
Cole, of Ohio State university, to whom 
the invention and its workings have 
been privately shown. This interest is 
the deeper from the fact that several 
of the most interesting and important 
;>roblems of science lie just over the 
border of previous minimum measure- 
ments. Some of these are. 


1. The determination of the radius 


of molecular attraction, as just stated. 


2. The determination of the velocity 


of light in different metals. 


3. The effect of magnetism on light, 


involving the question of the nature 
of light itself. 


4. The demonstration of the exist- 


ence of the ether by measurement of 
its velocity as it streams past us while 
the earth is rushing through space. 


Having measured the length of tether 


which holds the molecular force dowi 
to ita work, it may be expected that a) 
of these problems will be vigorously 
attacked, and then, who knows? Pei- 
baps they will cage the molecule itself 
and examine it at leisure

HowHannaWas Elected to the 


Senate In 1898. 


STAIN ON HIS SENATORIAL 
TOGA. 


How General Dick, Mark Hanna and 


Major Rathbone Fled From Investi- 
gation as Soon as Their Nefarious 
Work ytas Done—A Rare and Racy 
Chapter On Bribery, Corruption and 
Intimidation. 


Hanna was beaten for the senatbr- 


ship two days before the two houses 
of the legislature met in joinf session, 
January 12,1898. For ten day's i|anna 
and Dick had brought delegationvafter 
delegatidn to Oolumbus and had used 
the most' brutal methods known in 
politics to compel the support cf mem- 
bers opposing him. Money was spent 
like water, and Hanna's bar bill at 
the Neil House alone amounted to 
over $7,500. It was common talk in 
the lobbies of the different hotels as 
to how much this member and that 
one had gotten for his promise to vote 
for Hanna. 
Hanna was three votes 


short of an election, when an attempt 
was made to bribe John C. Otis,' a 
member from Hamilton county; $1,750 
was actually paid over to Otis $1,750 
promised the next day and the bal- 
ance of $6,500 was to be paid upon 
Hanna's election. 
. When Mr. Otis made the charge in 
the house, the senate appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate 'it. In their re- 
port the committee says: 


"The evidence taken by your com- 


mittee, in its judgment, PROVES four 
main facts: 


"(1) That on or about January 9, 


1898, an attempt was made to bribe 
John C Otis, a member ,of the house 
of representatives of the general as- 
sembly of the state of Ohio, to vote 
for Marcus A. Hanna for United 
States senator. 


"(2) That Henry H. Boyce was the 


principal offender in the commission 
of that crime. 


,"(3) That Major B. G. Rathbone and 


Major Charles F. Dick were the agents 
of Marcus A. Hanna and procured, 
aided and abetted Henry H. Boyce in 
committing that crime. 


(4) That H. H. Hollenback aided 


said Henry H. Boyce in committing 
that crime. 


Your committee was anxious from 


the beginning of this investigation 
that Hanna, Dick, Rathbone, Boyce 
and Hollenback .should be heard; that 
they should offer evidence and that 
they should make a complete vindica- 
tion of themselves. 
To this end, 


puppoenas were issued "for Hollenback 
and Boyce. Both of them fled from 
the county, going beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the senate and your committee. 


"Your committee sent subpoenas 


and respectful invitations to Hanna, 
Dick and Rathbone to appear before 
the committee 


Your committee waited for several 


weeks and kept the investigation open 
to give these men the utmost oppor- 
tunity to furnish evidence, which they 
not only neglected and refused to do, 
but purposely absented themselves 
from this state. 


"Your committee believes from the 


evidence taken that the authorized 
agents of Marcus A. Hanna attempt- 
ed to bribe John C. Otis to vote for 
him for United States Senator. 


"Your committee respectfully sub- 


mits that such a man as Marcus A. 
Hanna, if guilty as hereby indicated, 
is not fit to represent the great state 
of Ohio in the United States senate, 
and that he should be-expelled from 
that body. To permit him to hold his 
seat there, would go far towards legal- 
izing corruption and bribery- * * *" 


Hanna was finally elected by one 


vote, but this election was only pos- 
sible by securing the vote of Rufus W. 
Lane, J. E. Griffith and Charles F. 
Droste. Lane was a Silver Republican, 
elected on the fusion ticket in Hamil- 
ton Bounty, and pledged to oppose 
Hanna, and was shortly after the ad- 
lournment of the legislature appointed 
tJnited States consul at Smyrna, Asia 
Minor, as his reward. John E. Griffith, 
•was a Poraker Republican from Union 
county, -who had-been bitterly opposed 
to Hanna, and whose wife had been 
Insulted, kidnaped and taken, to the 
Neil House and kept there all night 
without communication with her hus- 
band. He received as a part of his re- 
ward the appointment as clerk of the 
United Slates district court in Ari- 
zona. Charles P. Droste was also, a 
member from Hamilton comity, elected 
on the fusion ticket with Lane, and 
pledged to oppose Hanna. and before 
the meeting of the legislature was a 
man of very ordinary circumstances, 
tint immediately afterwards, - from 
come source or other, became pos- 
sessed of a considerable fortnne. 


Major Charles Dick received as his 


reward the nomination and election to 
congress from-the Nineteenth cougrcs- 
sioaal district and is now chairman of 
the Republican -state executive com- 


f and is again managing Senator 


Hanna's campaign. 


Major E. G. Rathbone, as bis re- 


•ward, was placed in charge of the pos- i 
al affairs Jn Cuba, where he stole 
5400,000. for which crime he was con-' 
victed and sentenced to a long lerm of 
imprisonment. Senator Hanna, how- 
ever, interfered and the sentence was 
never carried out. 


Hollenback, as his reward, received i 


the appointment of fire warden for the ' 
state of Ohio for his father. 
i 


H H. Boyce remained a fugitive i 


justice, sapjtorted by Senator 


Banna until his death. 
i
